GENERAL  REVIEW 


Revenue 

The  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board,  which  provides  one  of  the  largest  sources  of  income  for  the  state's  general 
fund,  completed  the  37th  fiscal  year  of  its  existence  with  the  greatest  distribution  in  the  history  of  the  department. 

An  all-time  high  of  $12,835,537  was  apportioned  with  $10,963,246  going  to  the  state  general  fund  and  another 
$1,872,102  to  counties  and  cities  within  the  state.  Icluded  in  the  $1,872,102  distributed  to  counties  and  cities 
was  $813,598  which  was  raised  during  the  1970-71  fiscal  year  by  the  additional  $1.50  per  barrel  tax  on  beer 
added  temporarily  during  the  41st  legislature.  This  was  made  permanent  by  the  42nd  legislature. 

Value  of  the  liquor  department  to  all  Montana  taxpayers  is  apparent  in  the  fact  that  since  its  inception,  it 
has  remitted  in  excess  of  215  million  dollars  to  the  general  fund  for  operation  of  the  state. 

In  addition,  almost  11  million  dollars  have  been  distributed  to  counties  and  cities  since  1957  when  they 
were  allowed  by  legislative  action  to  participate  in  state  liquor  revenue. 

Despite  the  increase  of  revenue  to  the  state,  efficient  operation  has  averted  any  large  price  increases  at  the 
retail  level. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture  in  hard  liquor  consumption  Montana  remains  12th  lowest  among  the  eighteen 
control  states  and  forty-fifth  lowest  in  the  nation. 


Gross  Sales 

Montana's  gross  sales  for  the  past  fiscal  year  totaled  $31,754,625  exceeding  those  of  the  previous  fiscal  year 
by  $2,399,158.  Net  revenue  from  sales  shows  an  increase  of  $294,919. 


Administration 

Stewardship  of  Montana's  Liquor  Control  department  is  delegated  to  a  five  member  board,  and  an  administrator 
who  serves  as  ex-officio  secretary  to  the  board  and  oversees  all  phases  of  the  operation  of  the  department. 

Board  members  meet  in  two  day  sessions  once  a  month  for  the  purpose  of  making  liquor  purchases  and  conducting 
hearings  in  connection  with  license  matters,  as  well  as  managing  any  other  question  which  may  arise  pertaining 
to  the  administration  of  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  act  and  the  Montana  beer  act. 


Departmental  Operation 

Both  central  office  and  central  warehouse  are  located  in  one  building  in  Helena. 

All  accounting  for  the  entire  system  is  carried  on  in  the  central  office  and  all  merchandise  for  the  state's 
149  retail  outlets  is  handled  through  the  Helena  warehouse. 

Stock  records  both  in  stores  and  warehouse  are  maintained  and  controlled  under  a  perpetual  inventory  system 
requiring  monthly  physical  inventories  and  regular  audits.  All  central  office  records  are  audited  periodically  by 
the  office  of  the  Legislative  Auditor. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  in  response  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Legislative  Auditor,  we  have  eliminated 
the  perpetual  inventory  in  70  of  the  larger  stores,  permitting  the  vendor  to  spend  the  time  for  customer  service. 
We  have  consolidated  many  claims,  saving  the  issuance  of  duplicate  warrants  to  the  same  vendor.  Available  data 
processing  runs  have  been  utilized  in  the  accounting  process.

Licensing  Division 


During  the  past  year  the  department's  licensing  division  which  is  headed  by  the  assistant  administrator,  issued 
a  total  of  1608  beer  and  liquor  licenses;  164  on-premise  beer  licenses,  517  ofl-premise  beer  licenses  and  57  wholesale 
beer  licenses. 

Population-wise,  Montana  has  one  tavern  for  every  469  persons,  according  to  1970  population  estimates. 
Hearing  and  transfer  of  licenses  totaled  236  for  the  year. 
26,495  inspections  were  made  by  the  division's  inspectors. 


Warehouse  Operation 

Outbound  shipments  to  state  stores  totaled  628,153  cases. 

This  total  outbound  figure  includes  re-pack  cases  which  are  cases  made  up  of  more  than  one  item  for  smaller 
outlets  which  cannot  handle  more  costly  merchandise  in  full  case  lots. 

We  have  been  able  to  effect  some  reduction  in  our  inventory  through  the  implementation  of  a  new  inventory- 
control  procedure,  using  our  present  hardware.  We  have  initiated  direct  import  purchasing,  which  has  improved 
our  in-transit  time  for  items  by  three  weeks  or  more,  and  reduced  freight  costs  as  well  as  cutting  sharply  the 
incidence  of  pilferage  and  breakage. 


Recommendations  to  the  next  Legislative  Assembly 

1.  Request  appropriation  for  construction  of  a  new  one-level  warehouse  and  office  building,  the  site  for 
which  was  acquired  in  1969. 

2.  Request  funds  to  add  cash  registers  in  41  stores  to  improve  cash  handling. 

3.  Consider  repealing  statutory  limitations  on  employee  salaries. 

4.  Request  legislature  to  raise  cost  of  LD.  cards  to  applicants  to  cover  increased  cost  of  issuing  same.
